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Trade  Surplus  Up  For  Second 
Month  -  The  agricultural  trade 
surplus  was  up  again  in  November, 
gaining  $693  million  over  October. 
Exports  rose  19  percent,  but  imports 
fell  3  percent  to  bring  the  surplus  to  a 
total  of  $2.2  billion.  OnaJanuary- 
November  basis,  the  surplus  was 
down  5  percent  from  this  period  of 
1990,  totaling  $14.5  billion  (table  3). 

Exports  Jump  Sharply  -  November’s 
agricultural  exports  rose  $632  million 
over  October  to  $4.0  billion,  the 
highest  level  since  March  1990. 
Commodities  increasing  during  the 
month  included  soybeans,  soybean 
meal  and  oil,  cotton,  corn,  wheat,  rice, 
vegetables,  tobacco,  and  live  animals. 
The  unusually  large  increases  in 
cotton  and  soybean  exports  and 
higher  than  expected  corn  and  wheat 
exports  were  partially  due  to  October 
shipments  being  carried  over  into 
November  trade  statistics.  Exports  of 
meat  products,  hides  and  skins,  nuts, 
and  fruit  declined.  January-November 
exports  totaled  $35.3  billion,  falling  2 
percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

Exports  of  soybeans  jumped  sharply 
in  November  to  their  highest  value 
since  December  1988.  At  $546 
million,  shipments  were  77  percent 
higher  than  October.  Volume  rose  by 
1 .1  million  tons  to  2.4  million  tons.  In 
November,  major  markets  turned  to 
the  United  States  for  soybeans  as 
Brazilian  supplies  dwindled.  Most  of 
the  shipments  went  to  the  European 
Community,  which  received  1.3  million 
tons.  Smaller  markets  included  Japan 
and  Taiwan.  The  former  Soviet  Union 
and  Korea  each  got  less  than 
100,000  tons. 

Cotton  exports  climbed  even  more 
sharply,  128  percent,  for  a  gain  of 
$1 15  million.  The  total,  $204  million, 
was  slightly  larger  than  in  May  1991 
when  cotton  exports  began  declining. 
The  increase  in  November’s  cotton 
exports  was  partially  a  result  of  a  late 
crop.  The  1991  cotton  crop  was 
planted  later  than  usual  because  of 


wet  weather  and  was  not  available  for 
shipment  until  November.  Volume 
rose  70,000  tons  to  127,000  tons. 

The  biggest  shipments  went  to  Japan 
and  Korea. 

Wheat  export  value  was  up  5  percent 
from  October.  At  $390  million, 
November’s  shipments  were  the 
largest  since  March  1990.  Volume 
was  up  364,000  tons  to  3.7  million 
tons.  The  former  Soviet  Union 
imported  almost  a  third.  China, 

Japan,  Korea,  and  Mexico  were  also 
big  markets. 

Shipments  of  corn  increased  9 
percent  in  November  to  3.8  million 
tons.  Value  increased  $33  million  to 
$423  million.  Japan  and  the  former 
USSR  each  imported  over  1  million 
tons.  -n 

Imports  Fell  Slightly  -  Agricultural 
imports  in  November  totaled  $1 .9 
billion,  down  $62  millicpn  from  October. 
For  the  January-November  period, 
imports  totaled  $20.8  billion,  a 
3-percent  decline  from  that  period  in  j, 
1990.  More  live  animals,  sugar,  fruit '' 
juice,  nuts,  vegetables,  rubber,  and 
coffee  were  imported  in  November, 
offsetting  smaller  amounts  of  wheat, 
tobacco,  cocoa,  dairy  and  meat 
products.  Tea  and  spice  imports 
remained  virtually  unchanged.

Market  in  FY  1991  -  Japan 
continued  to  be  the  major  market  for 
U.S.  agricultural  goods  in  fiscal  1991 
(October  1990-September  1991), 
even  though  it  imported  5  percent 
less  than  the  previous  year.  The 
others  in  the  top  5  included  Canada, 
Mexico,  Korea,  and  the  former 
USSR.  Mexico  replaced  Korea  as 
the  third  largest  export  market,  with 
both  edging  out  the  USSR  (table  4).
